The 
bill dividing Dakota Territory and 
creating a new Territory from the 
aorthern portibn thereof, is in shape to 
to be called np at an early day 
It 
came near being suffocated last winter 
by the woman’s suffrage amendment, 
but thanks £0 Senator Kamsey, the bill 
still lives. 
The Dakota Legislature meets also 
an the first of December, when it will, 
undoubtedly, for the third time, mem * 
'Orialize Congress tor the division. The 
l^ill should be considered by Congress 
at once, in order to give the Dakota 
^legislature an opportunity to accomo­ 
date Southern Dakota to the new ar­ 
rangement. 
If the bill is rejecle’, 
legislation of vital importance to North 
orn Dakota will be required. 
This .proposition has been before 
Congrc5.s so long that it is difficult to 
nnderstand why further time is needed 
for its. consideration. 
If deemed a 
cocas jre of justice and sound policy, 
ivhy not put it through at once; if 
iitherw ise, kill it at once and end the 
saatter.

TH £ NEW NORTHWEST. 
A Trip From rUtahurgh to Bi marek 
and Return—The AttractiouH of the 
Route —Braintrd, Duluth and Bin- 
marck. 


D u lu th , Ojt. 24,1874. 
Anj’one who can look hack and re- 
rnetnber the incidents neaily twenty- 
fivfj years ago, when the famous Cones­ 
toga wagons, drawn by six spanking 
greys, blacks or bays, dragging their 
slow Icngih along, to the music of the 
bell.s, controlled and managed by the 
jolly teamster who sits firmly in the 
saddle of the wheel horse and directs 
their movcnients with an occasional re 
minder from the silken crack of his 
much prized London whip, and at the 
present day, accoinpanving me from our 
present base into the western plains of 
Dakota, will truly realize the fact that 
westward the star of empire takes its 
way. Leaving our smoky city early n 
the afternoon of September 2lst, we are 
rapidly whirled westward through Ohio, 
Indiana, and part of Illinois, to the 
great I^icenix-like city of the lakes— 
Ciiicago. Here we make close connec­ 
tions lor St. Paul, taking our choice of 
the several different lines of road that 
wiirconvey us norihvvestward. Arriv­ 
ing at St. Paul, situated at the head of 
steam navigation of the great Mississip­ 
pi, you will be struck with its imposing 
position and appearance on the sides 
and top of bluffs looking up and dowfi 
the great valleys of the Mississippi and 
Minnesota River.s, and far over ;nto the 
broad and beautiful prairies of the Da- 
kotas. After hastily examining some 
of the more interesting sights of this 
young Í nd beautiful cicy, a short ride 
takes us to her young rival, eight miles 
distant, en-routo by Fqrt Snelling, at 
the junction of the Minnesota with the 
Mississipiii River, at one time an im­ 
portant frontier posl,but now somewhat 
useless,, being some hundreds of miles 
in the rear of western settlements and 
Indian Territory. 
From this point a few minutes’ ride 
takes us to the beautiful (alls of Minne­ 
haha, so appropriately and beautifully 
named by the red men, the “laughing 
waters," and so eloquently described in 
magic verse by the many poetic pens of 
our day. .'icon after leaving this attract­ 
ive spot you are in theenviron.s of Mln^ 
neapolis, at the ¡alls of St. Anthony, 
where, within a brief space of time,has 
grown up a city, the rival of her neigh­ 
bor, St. P au l,both claiming a population 
of forty thousand eacn. Is not this mar­ 
velous, that here in the great northwest 
lias developed two important cities with 
a joint population of eighty thousand 
people, and this within the memory of 
nearly every reader of the lelegraph? 
A visit to the nuuierou.ssaw mills, flour­ 
ing mills, woolen mills, etc., all propelled 
by the power nature haspi*ovided on the 
Mississippi, on the falls of St. Anthonj', 
and }mu can very readily comprehend 
where they derived, and what has 
caused this rapid development. I wdll 
not detain you with any statistics of 
their manufactures or their commerce, 
but will merely state that hero is a city 
that exports four thousand barrels of 
flour per day, and less than twenty years 
ago I shipped flour and provisions from 
the neighboring State oí Iowa, to feed 
her then sparse and infant population. 
Returning to St. Paul, we take passage 
by railroad, and in a few hours we are 
whirled through a somewhat unsettled 
country, partly wooded and partly un­ 
broken prairie, with an occasional mina- 
ture lake in v iew, with the wild ducks, 
wild geese, and the majestic swan play­ 
ing upon their waters. In a few hours 
we rench the head of the great chain of 
lakes, where invitingly sits Duluth, the 
embryo city of the great northwest. It 
is true, that she is now in her swaddling 
clothes and in mourning, evidently bath­ 
ed in tears; grief and despondency de­ 
picted in her very countenance; buti say 
to her, take cheer, be patient. It is true 
you are now in your weeds, and as you 
look out upon the broad silvery waters, 
of the lake in your front, all looks 
dreary, lifeless, hopeless. The seagulls 
and water fowls may for a time bold 
high carnival^ but the events of time, 
through the natural course of trade, .will 
carry you out of the slough of despond. 
You will throw off the habiliments of 
mourning, don the attire of progress and 
defiantly assert and maintain yourposi- 
tion as head mistress of the lakes. It is 
impossible to change great highways 
lind currents, once nx^ by the Great 
Creator of «11 things. Yoor position is 
impregnable; you not onjy stand at the 
oeaudof the most ekpansive and extens­ 
ive ihter-lako wáter-TOorse Ithown in 
the geography of worlds, but yon eddjr 


ander .tbe greatest sbceession ofm U r 
falls j|i*ow» on the Amsricsn comment. 
At present tie/*remain onolwtraiM as 
formed bj nature, bat time and snter* 
prise will otilixe them to the various 
arts and uaes of man. 
The 8t. Luais river, which pours over 
thc^ . falls, takes its rise far up in the 
NoWh British Tér itories and com- 
maiids the largest and most extensive 
undeveloped lumber regions of the Uni­ 
ted Slates aiid British possessions,. At 
Duluth we took passage on the North­ 
ern Pecific Railroad for Bismarck, in 
Dakota Territory, about 450 miles we.st 
ol Lake Superior. For the first 116 
miles the road- traverses.an undulating 
and lolerab'y thickly wooded country, 
generally of small and light growth,but 
well adapted and hereafter use*ul tu the 
settlers on the vast prairies westward. 
Wo puss numerous Miiall lakes, which 
look inviting, particularly to the fisher- 
uiaii and banter. Tfie firs, itnportant 
place We strike is Brainerd, at (be cro.ss- 
>ng of the Mi.>sissippi river, it is beau- 
lituliy situated on the banks of that 
river, midst the native forest and ever­ 
green trees. Tbe railroad company have 
erected extensive shops at this point, 
wlin b'add to ibe business and impori- 
anceof tbe place. After le.uviiig tiiain- 
eid, and some twenty miles westward, 
we strike the beautuul prairie.^, welt 
walcied and generally sufficiently wood­ 
ed for doaiesiie purposes. VVe still pur­ 
sue our way westward through a beauti­ 
ful prauie couniiy, stopping at tbe va­ 
rious towns, ail tuuking more or less 
progress. The country through which 
we pass is gradually coming qnder the 
control of me plow of the hushaiidman. 
In the evening we reach the Red River 
ol the North, which is the dividing line 
between the State of Minnesota and the 
T rrilory of Dakota. On the Minneso­ 
ta side IS located the city ol Moorhead, 
and on the Dakota side the young and 
growing city of Fargo. This is the di­ 
verging pnint for the travel and trade of 
Manitoha, Saskatchuwaii, and the other 
liriiish posSHsstons. Very few are aware 
of the rapid enngratioii to these provin­ 
ces, and the large and increasing trade 
of this Kection of country. Several 
large steamers are used in the t.ranspor- 
taiiun of freight and passengers, siid a 
lucrative business is being done. The 
Red River runs north which is contrary 
to any river I have ever seen. To go 
up the river you go south,and to go down 
tho river you go north. At the several 
points 1 saw the river it was narrow and 
deep; as large steamers 'navigate it as 
usually ply the Ohio river in good stage 
of water. We spent about two days at 
these points, examining the country, 
and it is truly the most beautiful and 
productive I have ever seen. In fact 
there is something enchanting about it. 
I refer not only to the country, but tho 
lovely bracing fall climate. In the lat­ 
ter part of September tho days are warm 
and the nights cool. 
We are now 253 miles from Duluth, 
and resume our journey through the 
young Territory of Dakota,for Bismarck, 
on tho Missouri river. The first stop 
we make is about fifteen miles west of 
Fargo, to examine the nursery of young 
trees which are being cultivated, as an 
experiment, bv the railroad company. 
The growth the first year of many 
kinds is marvelous. We proceeded 
through an unbroken prairie country 
of about the same character, until we 
reached the dividing summit between 
the Red River of tho North and the 
Missouri. The first important river we 
cross on the western slope is the Dako­ 
ta, which runs south, emptying into the 
Missouri at Yankton after traversing the 
entire Territory. 
At the crossing of tho Dakota river, 
(on some of the maps it is named the 
James river,) is situated Fort Seward, 
beautifully located on- a commanding 
eminence of that river. At this point 
wo were shown some of the vegetable 
producís of the country. The size of 
the several kinds were simply marvel­ 
ous, potatoes of the “Early Rose” and 
“Early Goodrich” varieties weighing 
from one-half to about one and a half 
pounds each; turnips from two to ten 
pounds each; radishes, beets, etc., in 
proportion. The yield of wheat is 
claimed to be from thirty to fifty bushels 
per acre. The soil is a deep mould,with, 
I think, considerable alkali intermixed. 
Wo see alkali indications throughout the 
country from the Dakota to the Missou­ 
ri river, with frequent little lakes in­ 
terspersed throughout the entire coun­ 
try.You can hardly realize the immense 
amount of freight and passengers that 
is yearly transported up and down ibis 
river to the vairious towns, forts, and 
.Indian agencies. Largo amounts of 
silver ore are being brought down the 
fiver and transported over the road, 
and from thence east for smelting. 
Horses and cattle are also brought 
down the river by boats from Montana, 
to supply the forts and agencies. On 
the copipldtion of the road to the list 
named Territory, a ve*7 largo tonnage 
of ores and stock will be created. The 
country about Bismarck and Port Lin­ 
coln presents a lonely appearance. We 
are now about 452 miles from Lake Su­ 
perior. 
Returning to Duluth after going 
tbrongb a Territory of untold ricbnéis 
and beauty, we can easily imagine a 
trade ihd eommarce will bo crated of 
gigantic magnitude, as the pfoduetStre 
capacity of 
the older 
settled

That the coiintiy which 
was penetrated nmieif h& 'command is 
rich in Uinerála and Well adapted for 
the uses of ciril zed man, does not ad­ 
mit of a doubt. His miners, teamsters 
and soldiers, with*.wbuui we conversed, 
fully confirm the fact. The d^tance 
from Bismarck to this new BI Dorado 
is about 250 miles, as againstdOO to 460 
miles by any other route. As soon as 
tbe government modifies her treaties 
with the several nations of Indians who 
now hold it 111 reserve, a tremendous 
emigration will permeate these new and 
undeveloped fields at the Black Hills.

ONE OF B££CHER*5 TALKS. 


T elling his Flock how to P ra y and 
W h a t to P ray for—The Drowsy Ef­ 
fects of Somo P erson’s P etitio n s to 
th e A lm ighty. 


Mr. Beccber entend his lecture room 
last evening with h js silvery-haired wife 
leaning on his arm. After a prayer and 
a song be spoke:*’I have,”hesaid,**a rec 
olleotion in my childliood of three kinds 
of prayer meetings—one was the tamily 
prayer where my father o£5ciated, the 
second wak my mother’s prayer.and the 
the third was the long prayer ef the 
church. 
There two things chat always 
struck me in the family prayers, first, 
that my father was rather short and my 
mother’s always ve y long. 
I recollect 
we used to have very good men staying 
with us, and we used to ask them to 
lead in prayer, and they used to give us 
a time of it. üow tired I used to get, 
except at evening. Then tired nature 
had a remedy, but there was no harm 
because my mother always woke me up 
in time to go to bed. But my father’s 
prayer’s had another element in them; 
they always broke out in language of 
hope. He believed in the millenium, 
when the devil was to be put under lock 
and key for a thousand years, and I 
always waited for that part of his pray­ 
er. ■ 
Next came my mother, who prayed a 
great deal. 
She was a woman of strong 
character, and yet stronger by grace. 
Her character was developed under Dr. 
Payson, and his influence was to pro­ 
duce a stringent, or rather hard Chris­ 
tian character. At any rate, my moth­ 
er looked at everything from a very 
severe point of view. There was thrown 
over things a kind of plaintiveness and 
monrnfulness. There was no resonance 
in her voice. Her prayer was a kind of 
supplication, more like a moan, unless 
you heard her articulations. 
I used to 
go by the room where she prayed for us 
at night, and the raise and fall of her 
voice was as sad as the surging sea. 
I 
was taken by her to the maternal meet­ 
ings, where, with the exception of the 
children, all were grown up. 
The dis­ 
tance between them and me was about 
four hundred thousand fathoms. They 
used to pray about the absence of all 
good in us; and I never could see where 
it was 80 except when I i^ent skating 
sometimes when told I must not. 
I do 
not recpllect one instance in my moth­ 
er’s prayer where there was a ray of 
sonshine. 
Now as to prayers in meeting. 
I re­ 
member how Dr. Finney used to begin, 
“O Lord, Thou knowest,” &c., and 
recite a whole namber of things that I 
don’t believe' ever were known. 
My 
father was a very devout man, but he 
used to introduce something very tedious 
about his mode of existance. 
His long 
prayers were very long. I always felt 
when I listened to them like a boy 
wrapped up in a great pile of bed 
clothes, all tangled. Formal prayer is 
as far from being the developed idea of 
the New Testament as any oné feeling 
of the human heart. When it is con­ 
fession and supplication it is narrow 
and mournful. The Scriptures say pray 
always, and prayjng always means 
somethings more than the mere repeti­ 
tion of s^t phrases, **Our Father who 
art in Heaven/’&c. The prayers of our 
Saviour are far more .in the nature of 
conveirsatiob. 
P ñ y e r is the soul’a con- 
veraatioo with • cousciousness of a best 
friend—it is high and irevereot conver­ 
sation with God, where we draw near 
Him and sun ourselves' in bis. light 
Hep sbonld feel that p rajer is^ b em n * 
inc of the souVs state before God as 
l^loro a uMrest friend. If when we go 


to pray ousloess is uppermost, it is*‘no 
Imm W, tallL.te God about it. 
If 
pie, talk about them. If perplezittea, 
elk about them. ^ In private prayers, 
the prayer should be kept true to you. 
Singing is a cheerful form of prayer. 
One can pray as much as one sings, at 
all times, in the fieldir, in the meadows, 
and by the* sick bed. Pray every time 
the mind opens itself. 
Let the peti­ 
tions go out as a waft of the soul toward 
God. 
My brother George was a lealot. He 
went into everything with a whew. 
Ho 
kept a journal, and would put down 
how often ho should pray and when he 
shpuld pray. 
Ttien an I grew up very 
much under bis influence 1 undertook 
to keep a journal. 
I attempted to fol- 
l *w out the rules to pray by my watch; 
never less than a quarter of an hour; 
never less than seven times a day, pray­ 
ing when 1 got up and when I went to 
bed, and at intervals thruugh the day. 
Seppose a man had to kiss his chil­ 
dren seven ti ties a day, no matter what 
he was tiuiking about. 
One might as 
well be a soldier under a tyrant. 
Sup­ 
pose a man had to ktsH his wife so 
many times a day whether he wanted 
to or not. 
Liberty,personality, variety. 
L ittb when you have little, much when 
you have much, nono wlien you have 
none That IS prayer. 
You are not tne 
Lord’s slaves, to be driven up to pray 
crs 
You are not bound to pr iv when 
you don’t feel like praying.—Jf. Y. Sua.

The idea was suggested 
to M. Chatard, who not only accepted 
It as a happy one, but volunteered to 
its value by securing, if possible, the 
rare favor of the Pope’s own autograph 
to it. The picture was purchased—a per­ 
fect full-length portrait, done in oil, and 
sh«)wiiig him seated in his robes of 
white and crimson—and sent to Chat­ 
ard. 
A few days later it was returned 
to Mr. Easton, with, h <t the autograph, 
hut his Apostolic blessing upon the 
church and its adherents here in De- 
corah, written 
by the Pope’s own 
hands. 
The picture Mr. Easton has caused to 
be handsomel); framed, and on Thurs 
day it was presented to the church, and 
it will be suspended on-its walls, there 
to remain an especial tic, binding the 
church in Decorah particularly to their 
great head and Father in Ro.me.—De­ 
corah, {loioa,) Republican.

L ieu ten an t Colonel Jam es P. Roy* 
U nited States Arm y. 
Lieutenant Colonel James P. Roy, 
United States Army,- died at half-past 
two o’clock on Saturday, 24th inst., of 
gout in the stomach, at his residence. 
North Charles street, Baltimore, in the 
forty-seventh year of his age. He was 
bor.i in London, England, on April 30, 
1828, graduated at West point in 1849 
and entered the United States Army as 
brevet second lieutenant of the Eighth 
infantry on July 1, 1848. 
He was pro­ 
moted to second lieutenant. Second in­ 
fantry, on the 31st of August, 1850; to 
first lieutenant March 30, 1855; to cap­ 
tain May 14, 1867; was promoted to 
major in the Sixth United States infant­ 
ry and to lieutenant colonel Fifteenth 
United States infantry in June, 1874, 
while in command of Fort Columbus, 
New York. 
Colonel Roy had been on 
leave of absence, owing to temporary 
illness. He was suddenly attacked with 
the gout,which soon involved the heart. 
He grew worse from that moment, and 
suffered intense pain, being unconsious 
toward the last. His remains were sent 
to Richmond, Va., under an escort of 
soldieis from Port McHenry. 
Colonel 
Roy was an accomplished, genial gen­ 
tleman, and had gained honorable dis­ 
tinction in his profession.
